A remarkable change of opinion has been 


developing in France. “Republicans of the 
Left” are loudly demanding the resumption 
of diplomatic relations with the Vatican, 
The Journal des Debats, which speaks with 
authority, shows that the national interest 
demands such representation. In its col- 
umns the eloquent Monsignor Gloricux 
says of the Peace Conference and the Pope: 
‘He will be there as head of the Catholic 
Church, as temporal sovereign of the Vati- 
can, in virtue of his diplomatic right 

and as the most disinterested arbitrator to 
direct moral conflicts, sanction decisions 
and make them obligatory cn the con- 


science.” 


An attempt on the part of bigots in the 
English House of Commons to work up a 


scare about “alien enemy monks,” ended 


without success. Several members de- 
manded to know why they should not be 
gotten rid of. The reply was that the forty 
monks were doing most useful work in 
England and were just the sort of men 
whom Germany would be very glad indeed 
to have back again. 

The Ruthenian Bishop of Canada, Bishop 
Budka, has succeeded in bringing nuns to 
establish schools at five points in the west- 
ern part of the Dominion. The Sisters 
came from Central Europe and_ Bishop 
Budka stated with pride that the Ruthenians 
have advanced rapidly in Canada and taken 
to Canadian ideals in a natural way. 


A half million dollars is to be raised im- 
mediately by the Knights of Columbus to 
establish Catholic social centers in all the 
great military camps of the new army, the 
members of the directorate having unani- 
mously declared themselves in favor of 
such procedure at an official meeting the 
last of May. 
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The first solemn consecration of a church 
in the dioceses of Ohio was that SS. Peter 
& Paul Church, Toledo, Ohio, on Wednes- 
day, May 30th, when the altars were blessed 
and in them were placed relics of canonized 
martyrs. The splendor of the ceremonies 
was enhanced by the presence of three 
bishops. Bishop Schrembs was the con- 
secrator of the Church and High Altar and 
Bishop Gallagher and Bishop Heffron con- 
secrated the side altars. 


The Deutsche Kirchen Zeitung states 
that the Catholic clergy of Germany have 
inaugurated a strongly organized Peace 
movement. 


In San Francisco on May 27th occurred 
the Golden Jubilee celebration of St. 
Peter’s Parish, of which the Rev. Peter C. 
Yorke is pastor. The opening of the new 
Star of the Sea Church took place in the 
same city on June 3rd. Of the latter the 
Rev.: Philip O’Ryan is pastor. 


The first annual meeting of the Catholic 
Big Brothers’ League was held Sunday 
evening, May 27th, at St. Stephen’s Hall, 
East Twenty-ninth Street, New York City. 
sishop Hayes presided and reports from 
all the branches of the League were made. 


A regular army officer has stated to the 
Denver Catholic Register that nearly 50 
per cent of the regular army of the United 
States is Catholic. The Register says that 
its informant is a graduate of West Point 
Military Academy. 


The National Conference of Catholic 
Charities is anxious to collect records con- 
cerning activities of all Catholic relief or- 
ganizations during the present national 
emergency, claiming that it is important for 
our history that we should assemble records 
that will show the patriotic response of 
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Catholic organizations to the call of their 
country. 


On Trinity Sunday, June 3rd, Bishop 
Farrely ordained nine young men at St. 
John’s Cathedral, Cleveland. 


Solemnity marked the graduating exer- 
cises of Georgetown University, Washing- 
ton, D. C. The principal speaker was the 
Hon. Newton D. Baker, Secretary of War. 
Father Donlon presided. 


The Church of the Blessed Sacrament 
at Jamaica Plain, Mass., was dedicated on 
June 1oth. It is said to be the largest and 
most, magnificent church. in the Boston 
Archdiocese. 





More than half of the graduates of Seton 
Hall College, South Orange, N. J., who 
received their diplomas on June 13th, ex- 
pect to enter the Seminary of the Immacu- 
late Conception to study for the Priesthood. 


The Sisters of Charity will celebrate the 
centenary of their arrival in New York, in 
the Autumn. Abundant fruits have filled 
these years, 


The International Federation of Cath- 
olic Alumnae published a year book which 
has found favor in every affiliated associa- 
tion in the country. The book is arrayed 
in an attractive curverture of cerulian blue 
and silver—the livery of Our Lady of the 
Miraculous Medal—and stamped with the 
official motto—“Pro Deo et Doctrina.” 


The feast of Corpus Christi and the Sun- 
day within the Octave were celebrated with 
great devotion throughout the country. 
The churches were thronged. Young men 
and garlanded maidens, old men and chil- 
dren joined in the processions throughout 
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the land. Vast congregations fell on their 
knees as the canopied King of kings ap- 
proached, and every heart said within 
itself: “Behold, Jesus of Nazareth passeth 
by.” 


In upholding the will of the late Rev. 
J. P. Muldowney, former pastor of St. 
Ambrose Church, Schuylkili Haven, the 
Orphans’ Court of Pennsylvania has in- 
sured to Catholic charitable institutions 
throughout the State more than $35,000 
from the estate of the priest, who was 
wealthy in his own right. 


The Fourth Degree, the -highest in the 
order of the Knights of Columbus, was 
given to 145 candidates from 53 councils 
in various parts of the State of Massa- 
chusetts, in Faneuil Hall, Boston, on 
Memorial Day. 


It is reported that the Convent Inspec- 
tion Bill in Texas received only one vote. 
This would indicate a receding of the tide 
of “Menace” bigotry in the Southland. 


What is said to have been the greatest 
day among the Catholic colored people of 
Buffalo, was Sunday, May 27th. The Rt. 
Rev. Bishop of the Diocese paid his first 
visit to their mission and administered the 
Sacrament of Confirmation to a class of 57 
adults and children. 


When the Danish Islands changed owner- 
ship and became the property of the United 
States, the Government gave the people of 
the islands the privilege of selecting a new 
name. Their choice was The Virgin 
Islands, which was the name given to them 
by Columbus on his second voyage to 
America. This title was originally be- 
stowed on the islands in honor of St. Ur- 
sula and her companions. 


Catholics of Germany have supplied 
seven Auto-Chapels for service on the 


Western Front. 


The Catholics of Italy lately gave a 
sterling example of the necessity of sup- 
porting the Catholic press, when the Union 
Editoriale Italiana Company, which con- 
ducts dailies in the five leading cities of 
Italy, appealed for financial aid. Within 
two days the Corriere d'Italia received 
25,000 lire, the Vicar-General of Rome, 
Cardinal Pompili, heading the subscription 
list. Many of the hierarchy and laity con- 
tributed their share. They realized the 
many Catholic battles fought by the Cath- 
olic press in the past and the need of a 
powerful Catholic press for the future. 


The Kingston Freeman of Canada re- 
marked last month: “Our American 
brothers are wearing the smile that won't 
come off because of a rumor that President 
Wilson is about to appoint a Catholic to 
the Cabinet. They should live in Canada, 
where Catholic Cabinet Ministers are as 
plentiful as blackberries.” 


In the Eternal City on Saturday, June 
2nd, fourteen American students were or- 
dained to the Holy Priesthood. 


The Marist Brothers, who teach in sev- 
eral of the parochial schools and conduct 
St. Ann’s Academy in New York City, cele- 
brated the centenary of the foundation of 
their community the first week in June. 
The observance included Solemn High 
Mass and Benediction in the parishes in 
which the Marist Brothers teach, and also 
an impressive civic celebration on Wednes- 
day, June 6th, at the Lexington Opera 
House. 
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On Sunday, June toth, was resumed for 
the Summer the 1:30 a. m. Mass for night- 
workers at the Church of Our Lady of 
Solace, Coney Island. 

St. Matthew’s new Church at East Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., is built entirely of Gouverneur 
marble, in the Romanesque style, and is of 
the steei skeleton type of construction with 
roof of Maine slate. 


Two additions are about to be made to 
St. Joseph’s Hospital, Marshfield, Wis., at 
a cost of $250,000. 


The great bell of Notre Dame Univer- 
sity, than which there is said to be none 
greater in the land, inaugurated the Dia- 
mond Jubilee of that institution with its 
sonorous ringing on Sunday, June 3rd. 
The Jubilee celebration lasted a week, filled 
with important events. June oth was 
marked by the bestowal of the Laetare 
Medal on Admiral Benson. The new library 
was dedicated on June roth, and the laying 
of the corner-stone of the new Chemistry 
Hall took place on June 11th. On Sunday, 
June roth, the Paulist choir of Chicago 
rendered the music at the Pontifical High 
Mass celebrated by His Eminence Cardinal 
Gibbons. 


From June 24th to July 14th a Summer 
School of Church Music has been in session 
at St. Mary’s Seminary, Baltimore. 


The Society of the Propagation of the 
Faith reached its ninety-fifth year in May. 

A new normal training school for the 
Sisters of Mercy was dedicated in Albany, 
N. Y., on May 27th by the Most Rev. John 
Bonzano, Apostolic Delegate. 


One hundred and seven seminarians of 
St. John’s Seminary, Brighton, Mass., were 
ordained by His Eminence Cardinal O’Con- 
nell the first week in June. 
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On the last Thursday in May, an aviator 
arrived in Rome from Turin, to inaugurate 
the aerial mail service between the two cities, 
and among the letters which he carried was 
one of homage to Pope Benedict from 
Cardinal Richelmy, Archbishop of Turin. 


Work on the new $200,000 St. Mary’s 
Seminary at Baltimore is well under way. 
It is to be one of the group of buildings 
comprising the Catholic University and will 
be used by the fourth-year theological class 
and the students who are preparing them- 
selves for membership in the Order of St. 
Sulpice. 


Early in June a bolt of lightning struck 
the venerable building known as St. Jo- 
seph’s Seminary, Troy, N. Y., and caused 
it to be totally destroyed by fire, though no 
one was injured. The Seminary is the 
Provincial House and Novitiate of the Sis- 
ters of St. Joseph of Carondelet, Missouri. 

The Franciscan Fathers, in charge of St. 
Bonaventure’s Church, Paterson, N. J., 
were honored for the third time in the past 
forty years of their sojourn in Paterson by 
the ordination of clerics in their church on 
Saturday, June 30th. The last occasion of 
the sort was on June 4, 1906. 

In regard to the abrogation of the anti- 
Jesuit law in Germany, it is notable that 
even such free-thought organs as_ the 
Vossische Zeitung and the Frankfurter 
Zeitung regard laws of exclusion against 
the Jesuits out of date in a time when all 
Germans are united, making equal sacri- 
fices and therefore entitled to equal rights. 
The Kreuzzeitung commented as follows: 
“It is to be remembered that the Jesuits 
have served well in the field as nurses and 
chaplains. Many have received the Iron 
Cross, a goodly number have fallen for the 
Fatherland. The overwhelming portion of 
the Catholic population regards the anti- 
Jesuit law as unjust discrimination.”

Among the 
notable guests who honored the occasion 
with their presence was the Countess 
Iselin. 

The Lawn Party netted for the Hostel 
the goodly sum of Five Hundred Dollars. 

The Sisters extend an invitation to all 
Catholic automobile parties who may pass 
their grounds during the summer to stop 
and inspect the Hostel, and they will be glad 
to serve them with at least a cup of tea. 


Last month there was no mention made 
of the Birthday Scholarship Fund, so that 
now we have to make a report of the con- 
tributions for both May and June.

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WHAT THE CHAPLAINS SAY 
ABOUT THE NEEDS OF OUR 
SOLDIER BOYS 

In the May number of THe LAmp we 
asked our U. N. B. L. Members to raise 
a:fund of One Thousand Dollars, to be 
devoted to supplying our soldiers and sail- 
ors with Catholic literature during the 
course of the war. Since then we have 
gotten into communication with some of 
the chaplains and have acquired more defi- 
nite knowledge of what is needed and how 
to go about doing our share towards sup-

plying that need. We will first introduce 
to you Father Edmund J. Griffin, Chaplain 
of the Coast Artillery Corps, stationed at 
Fort Totten, Long Island, N. Y. He writes 
as follows: 

“I am in receipt of your communication 
regarding the circulation of Catholic litera- 
ture in our army posts. You will indeed 
have the whole-hearted cooperation of the 
Catholic chaplains in this project. 

“If I may take the liberty, I would sug- 
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gest that for the present it would be ad- 
visable to give first attention to more press- 
ing needs, and foremost amongst these is 
the distribution of rosaries, scapulars and 
medals among our Catholic soldiers. At 
such a time as this, when young men are 
on the eve of their departure for foreign 
parts, they beg for medals, crucifixes and 
the like. 

“It is hard for a chaplain to keep them 
all supplied. In the past week I have dis- 
tributed five hundred medals and crucifixes, 
and I will need a thousand more. A chap- 





lain has no fund for this purpose, and no 
matter how willing he may be to share his 
salary in such an appealing cause, he would 
not be able to meet the present need. I wish 
you would put me on your communication 
list. From time to time I may be able to 
let you know of the pressing needs of our 
men. 

“Regarding the circulation of literature, 
our boys will soon need all that we can for- 
ward to them in France. I hope soon to 
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sail for France myself, and when I am in 
a position to, I hope lo send you instruc- 
tions as to where you might forward read- 
ing maierial. In the meantime, if you 
have any religious articles for distribution 
amongst the men, I shall be most grateful 
if you will communicate with me. 

“Assuring you of the gratitude of the 
chaplains in your splendid efforts to help 
along their work, I am, 

“Sincerely yours, etc.” 

You note that Father Griffin says he has 
immediate need of one thousand medals 
and crucifixes. This is the requirement of 
only one chaplain, and when we reflect that 
in a very few months there will be several 
hundred Catholic chaplains to be supplied, 
it is readily to be seen how rosaries, scapu- 
lar medals and crucifixes will be required 
by the myriads. Meantime we are getting 
bids on large consignments from the manu- 
facturers. We do not want to take the 
money required for the purchase of these 
religious articles for the soldiers out of the 
General Fund of the U. N. B. L., which 
would be taking it from the poor mission- 
aries, who need all and much more than we 
can spare them; but we rely upon the elo- 
quence of this appeal, which will no doubt 
go straight to the hearts of our Readers, 
to speedily elicit the sum of one thousand 
dollars, which we will need right away 
unless we turn a deaf ear to the call the 
soldier and sailor boys are making for 
prayer-books, beads and the images of 
Christ and our Blessed Mother, that in 
camp, upon the sea and on the battlefield 
they may bear about with them the insignia 
of their citizenship in the Fatherland that 
is above. 

In regard to providing Catholic papers 
for the soldiers, we will rely mainly upon 
the volunteer work of ovr Subscribers in 
mailing their own magazines directly to the 
chaplains, as recommended in the following 
letter of Father J. M. Kangley, Chaplain of 
Coast Artillery Corps, stationed at Fort 
Williams, Cape Cottage, Me.: 


“The want of Catholic literature to be 
distributed among the Catholic men of the 
army has been long felt by the Catholic 
army chaplains. In this respect the non- 
Catholic chaplains have always had the 
backing of their churches, both local and 
otherwise. Never have they been in need 
of prayer-books, hymn-books, bibles, cards, 
Sunday-school papers, books, etc. Catholic 
chaplains are constantly receiving offers of 
all kinds of books and papers and hymn- 
books from non-Catholic churches and soci- 
eties. Even in to-day’s mail I have received 
an offer to furnish me with any amount of 
such publications, free of charge, on appli- 
cation. 

“Heretofore all requests made by me to 
Catholic publishers for some free papers or 
books have been met by silence or followed 
by a bill for what they did send. At the 
present time the Catholic chaplains have no 
source to draw from to obtain needed liter- 
ature, no backing by any diocese, bishop or 
Catholic society. To my knowledge and 
from my long experience in the army here 
at home and in foreign countries, they never 
received anything except what they paid for 
out of their own pocket. 

“You are starting, therefore, a very 
praiseworthy work and shall lend valuable 
assistance to many Catholic chaplains. 
There is a want of Catholic reading matter 
in the army. I have been in posts where 
there was a flood of The Menace, Christian 
Science papers, etc. 

“Scapular MEDALS are more suitable for 
the soldiers than scapulars made of cloth. 
The men perspire at their drills, work, etc., 
the cloth rots, the strings break, etc. 

“As regards prayer-books, they should be 
a smail vest-pocket size, so the men can 
carry them in their pocket. 

“Rosaries should be very small size, for 
same reason above. 

“The Readers of Tue Lamp, by sending 
their own papers and magazines to Catholic 
chaplains, will help the work along, as the 
chaplains can then distribute them, and the 
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papers are late issues and up to date, and 
not so old as when they are accumulated 
and sent in bulk and perhaps delayed on the 
way, or in the collecting and shipping of 
same.”

MESSAGES FROM THE MISSION- 
ARIES 


We will begin this time with a message 
from Father Lawrence Rogan, stationed at 
Iloilo, in the Philippine Islands. A good 
while ago (April, 1916) we gave as a 
Frontispiece in THe Lamp a picture of the 
Rogan family, five sons and one daughter, 
grouped around their father, Peter Rogan, 
Sr. All the boys, except Joseph, the 
youngest, are Missionary Priests of the Mill 
Hill Society, and Joseph is in the Mill Hill 
Seminary, soon to be ordained. Kathleen 
is a nun of the Redemptorist Congregation 
in Dublin. Father Peter Rogan, in Uganda, 
Africa, our Readers already know very 
well; he is one of our oldest friends. 
Father Lawrence, in Iloilo, we do not know 
quite so well, but he wrote us over a year 
ago, telling of his busy life and how much 
he needed the means to purchase land and 
build upon it a priest’s house and school. 
Recently he has written again to thank 
us for some Mass stipends and alms sent 
him by the U. N. B. L. He says: 

“Tt is a great help, all that you are doing 
for us. I am gradually getting money for 
the house that is so necessary here. The 
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piece of land, however, has not yet fallen 
into my hands. I am praying very hard and 
using all means in my power to secure it, 
and feel confident that God and His Blessed 
Mother are helping me. The Little Flower, 
too, is hard at work. Our good friend and 
Father Superior, Father Verbrugge, has 
been with you. I just read his article in 
THe Lamp, and saw his photo. Both are 
very good. Aye, indeed, many more priests 
are needed here. The work is simply over- 
whelming. We are doing all we can, but 
many of the little ones of the flock are being 
lost. Please do pray hard for the preser- 
vation of the Faith in the Philippines.” 

Father Rogan did not know, when he 
wrote, that the Union-That-Nothing-Be- 
Lost had already loaned Father Verbrugge 
from its Special Fund for the purpose one 
thousand dollars to purchase the lot, and 
by now we trust it has been secured. But 
the house has still to be built and we hope 
and pray some of our zealous members will 
send Father Lawrence contributions accord- 
ing to your means, to help him erect the 
building he so much needs. 

Father Joseph Maria, O.F.M., Procura- 
tor of the Vicariate of Northern Shensi, 
China, while acknowledging the receipt of 
one hundred dollars sent his Bishop ‘by the 
U. N. B. L., seizes the occasion to press 
upon our further charitable consideration 
the powerful claims of that vicariate. He 
says in part: 

“Truly, Reverend Father, there is no 
vicariate in China that can so justly boast 
of the extreme poverty in which the work 
of the propagation of the faith is carried 
on as our Vicariate of Northern Shensi, for 
since it was a vicariate altogether new, 
having been founded in 1911, and com- 
mencing in true poverty, this present war, 
which has desolated the most beautiful 
regions of Europe and which plunged into 
the greatest distress all missions generally, 
has affected our vicariate in a specially dis- 
astrous manner, because, being new, it was 
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wholly lacking in permanent property or 
revenues of any sort to tide over the diffi- 
culties of these most trying days.” 

He describes with what immense sorrow 
of heart the Vicar Apostolic and his devoted 
missionaries contemplate the cessation of 
work which had so gloriously prospered 
after the martyrdom of one of the Fathers 
during the Boxer uprising. He concludes 
his letter as follows: 

“This very day I have been constrained 
to write to two of our Missionary Fathers 
and counsel them not to receive under their 
care any more infant girls, cast out by their 
pagan parents; for, since we are unable to 
properly provide for those we have already 
actually received, it would not be prudent 
to collect together any more of these aban- 
doned infants. What sorrow and martyr- 
dom is this, dear Reverend Father, for our 
Bishop and his missionaries.” 

The vicissitudes of the missionaries are 
illustrated by the following letter from 
Father Starn, one of the Mill Hill Fathers, 


working under Bishop Biermans in Uganda: 


“A painful story I have to tell. It hap- 
pened some time ago, in the beginning of 
the war. My mission was in Kisii, near the 
German East African border. Scarcely 
was the war declared in Europe and the 
Germans made an invasion, and my mission 
had to suffer, because, on account of the 
troubles on, the natives felt themselves once 
more in their barbarous element. The mis- 
sion, which had cost years in building up, 
was destroyed in one night. Just imagine 
my house, consisting of three rooms, was 
not any more habitable; my church was 
lying flat; my furniture smashed, my books 
torn to pieces. The school stood, but only 
the naked building. For a couple of days 
was the ruin left to itself. Once more I 
entered and repaired with my own hands 
what could be saved. The holes in the wall 
were filled with mud and grass; cloth was 
nailed in the openings, where windows used 
to be; my library consisted of the remaining 
three parts of my breviary, and a bit of a 


stretcher served for my bed. The church 
was beyond repairs. I begged here and 
there among my confraters and one of the 
three rooms became my chapel. I traveled 
the district in order to get my dispersed 
flock together, and once more it looked as 
if the mission was on its old footing. It 
was poverty, it must be said, but I got used 
to the bareness of my surroundings, and my 
God dwelled next to me in the same pov- 
erty. Could He, so could I. 

“But one day a storm came off, spoiled 
what had been left of the outbuildings, and 
my grass roof was taken. To make matters 
worse, the rain came down in torrents. 
Fortunately there was no furniture in my 
room to be spoiled. My library was soon 
in my pocket; only myself, my bed and 
room were soaked. It was a cold night on 
the Equator that night, but the sun had pity 
on me the next morning. The grass was 
gathered together and once more put on the 
roof. I lived in my ruins for one year and 
a half, till the Bishop temporarily closed 
Kisii mission and called me to Mumias, to 
take Fr. Rogan’s place, who had been ap- 
pointed chaplain to the forces. As soon as 
the war here is over I hope to return and 
see what I can make of the Kisii ruins.”

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HWO-KIU-HSIEN 
Where in the World is Hwo-Kiu-Hsien? 
By Fatuer Mario Gua pt, S.J. 

If you have a map of China handy, you 
may find in the eastern part, among the 
eighteen provinces of the Celestial Empire, 
the Anhwei, as the English Postal Service 
writes it. 

The Anwhei is situated between the 115th 
and 119th meridian, and between the 24th 
and 29th degree longitude. General Mesny 
estimates the extent of the province at 
48,460 square miles. Fr. Harret, in his 
book, “The Province of Hwo-Kiu-Hsien,” 
considers this figure the minimum, 

Imagine, therefore, a territory as large as 
Belgium, Denmark, Holland and Switzer- 
land together, and you will have approxi- 
mately the size of this single Chinese 
province, whose population is placed at 34 
millions. Under the new Chinese Republic 
it has been divided into three dependencies, 
each of which is again divided into a num- 
ber of prefectures. In the western part of 
the province, close to the boundary of 
Honan, on the right bank of the Hwhiho, 
is the prefecture of Hwo-Kiu. The whole 
prefecture, as far as the Catholic Church is 
concerned, is in charge of one missionary. 

The city of Hwo-Kiu, where the prefect 
resides, is elevated above the surrounding 
plain. The heart of the city is on a small 
tableland, at whose feet break the waves of 
the Sia-Hon, or Lake of the West. As a 
result of heavy rains, the waters of Hwai 
often rise to a great height and flood the 
neighboring country. 

It is really beautiful to gaze from the 
tops of the buildings down on such a large 
mirror of water stretching far, far away 
to the west. It seems as if it reached even 
to the naked and isolated hills which sepa- 
rate the prefecture from the neighboring 
Honan. 

The monotony is broken by the large 
white sails of the occasional big boats which 
ply between this place and Hwo-Kiu. Be-

sides this, you see nothing but water and 
fields of rice and grain, with no trees to 
shade them. 


The Town of Hwo-Kiu-Hsien 


Surrounding this town and protecting it 
alike from storms and brigands is a high 
brick wall, on top of which runs a fairly 
broad road. This constitutes the prome- 
nade of the place, as it offers an unbroken 
view of the plain on one side and of the 
city on the other. However, here, as in 
most Chinese cities, the eye finds little which 
is picturesque in the never-varying appear- 
ance of the houses. There are no tall, 
magnificent buildings, stretching along great 
avenues, nor are any of them architecturally 
perfect. No, the houses of the poor and 
middle classes are all one-story affairs, 
thatched with straw. Those of the rich are 
of brick or tile, but all alike have a grayish- 
brown color, which even under the brilliant 
sun and cloudless sky of China seem dull 
and dead enough. The monotony of the 
wall is broken only by four gates, which 
take their names from the cardinal points 
of the compass, and from the tower at the 
southeastern corner. 

At the Pe-men (North gate), capital 
punishment is inflicted. Last March five 
brigands were shot on one evening. I need 
hardly say that nearly the entire population 
turned out to follow the tragic procession. 
Even the Chinese women forgot their re- 
serve and peeped from the doorways. How- 
ever, it would have been labor lost to scan 
the faces of the bystanders for any sign of 
emotion. The Chinaman looks surprised, 
but views everything, even an execution, 
with apparent indifference and insensibility. 
The children of the Orient never betray 
their emotion. 


At the Western gate (Si-men) is a ware- 
house and market place for wood, sold for 


burning or building. It is brought hither 
by transports which go up and down the 
Hwai-Ho. 
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The Eastern gate (Tong-men) opens to a 
smali suburb called Tong-Koan, and to 
the plain. There is little or no life 
there. . 

Most of the commercial activity is at the 
Southern gate (Nan-men), outside of 
which is Nan-Koan and a small harbor of 
the izke. The suburb lies very near the 
city wall, so is always easy of access to the 
villagers, who early in the morning come 
with their loads of straw, wheat, rice, bread, 
fruit and like commodities. They arrange 
themselves along the road which separates 
the suburb from the 
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airship or a garage—a roof held up with 
rough-hewn bricks, and walls of plain dull 
brick. Under this place a wooden altar, 
then a few kneeling benches, and you have 
the temple of the Lord of Heaven at Hwo- 
Kiu-Hsien. However, this structure (tem- 
ple by courtesy) has a steeple.which can 
be seen at a great distance. It is a silent 
but none the less powerful and ever-present 
invitation to love and serve God. It is 
thirty years now since the church was built. 
Then it was large enough for the Chris- 
tians, who were few, and, being new, the

Then, when 
the soldiers open the 
city gates at daybreak, 
the people, going out 
for their marketing, 
find the merchandise 
ready for sale. ; 


The Tien-Tchou-Tang 
or Hwo-Kiu- 
Hsien 


In the suburb of 
Nan-Koan is the 
Tien - Tchou - Tang, 
or Catholic Mission. 
Those three words 
are the distinguishing 
marks of the Catholic 
Mission, and they mean “The Temple of 
the Lord of Heaven.” Tang means temple, 
Tchou means Lord, and Tien means 
Heaven. Pronounce these words anywhere 
in China, and they will bring you to the 
Catholic Mission. 

At Hwo-Kiu-Hsien is the temple of the 
Lord of Heaven, but don’t take that word 
temple to mean cathedral, an edifice of 
marble, with buttresses and cornices, grand 
entrances and gildings and frescoes. Oh, 
no; look for these in Europe or wealthy 

. America. Rather, picture the hangar of an

and fall in pieces on 
the altar and _ the 
heads of the faithful. 
Now, however, it is 
much too small for 
the growing congre- 
gation, and the roof 
is caving in under the 
weight of years.

Just as in the times 
of our Lord, so now 
those who respond to 
the solicitude of the 
missionary are people 
who, free from the 
contaminating — influ- 
ence of a demoraliz- 
ing civilization, cast 
away their idols and adore God in spirit 
and truth. I can say that an Apostolate of 
thirty years has been blessed with success 
in the country places. The Christians of 
Hwo-Kiu-Hsien, excepting a few families 
in the city, are all farmers and land owners. 
They live at great distances from the Mis- 
sion seat where the missioner resides. The 
nearest are about seven and a half miles, 
the furthest about forty. It would indeed 
be hard if the missionary had to visit 
each place separately, but the work is

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greatly simplified by uniting all the 
Christians of a given district into a Kong- 
Souo. 

But What is a Kong-Souo? 

The name is given to the place where the 
Christians gather to pray on Sundays and 
to see the Missionary when he visits the 
neighborhood on his Apostolic tour. He 
stays at each Kong-Souo for a day or two. 
A typical Kong-Souo consists of a small 
chapel, a room for the priest and one for 
the catechist and his servant, a stall for the 
mule (the Missionary’s only means of con- 
veyance), and a small house for the care- 
taker. If there is in 
the place a Kong- 
Souo rejoicing in 
these bare necessities, 
the Missionary sends 
on word of his ap- 
proach and arrives a 
little later with the 
essentials for cele- 
brating Mass. The 
Christians gather 
from the surrounding 
country, and can go 
to confession and 
Communion and hear 
instruction.

There is room for all, 
and all is done with 
the greatest reverence 
and order, making a 
good impression on 
the pagans who al- 
always come to satisfy their curiosity. 

If there are Christians in a district, but 
no Kong-Souo, the priest goes to the farm- 
house of the richest Christian, and in his 
least dirty room Mass is celebrated, a ser- 
mon preached, and confessions are heard. 
But it is easy to appreciate the confusion 
caused to a private family and the disturb- 
ance arising from the smallness of the 
room, the presence of farm implements, and 
the unavoidable attendance of animals.

Christian Missions From Hwo-Kiu-Hsien 

The Christians of Tchangkang, of 
Tchongstingtsi and of Sinioutsi have no 
Kong-Souo and importune the priest with 
cries of “K’ai cheng tang” ; i. e., “Cover the 
chapel.” This is the word they use for con- 
struct or erect. The Chinese houses are 
very simple in plan and in material for 
building. Some beams for props, level 
ground, some straw to fill in the four walls, 
a door, some holes for windows, and there 
it is. No glass, no stairs, no corridors, no 
partitions, no suites of rooms—this is the 
case in the average house of a peasant. The 
style of a Kong-Souo 
varies, of course, with 
the idea, more or less 
ambitious, of the mis- 
sionary, accordingly 
as he wants it of 
straw or brick; above 
all, according to the 
amount of money at 
his disposal.

Besides priestly func- 
tions, such as hearing 
tonfessions, preaching 
and instructing the neophytes, there are 
many temporal cares—the maintenance of 
our houses, construction and repair of 
buildings, etc. Not the least bothersome 
are the quarrels and bickerings among the 
Christians. 

At Hwo-Kiu-Hsien the missionary is 
helped by five catechists. They are young 
men, well enough trained in Chinese to 
carry on correspondence with the authori- 
ties, and sufficiently grounded in the Cate- 


mine what 


is enor- 
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chism to teach it to others. One of them 
is a sort of chargé d’affaires, or procurator ; 
two teach the scholars, and two are re- 
served for the Catechumens. 

The care of the girls is confided to the 
Sisters. They have a building apart. The 
Sisters are Chinese religious and belong to 
a native Congregation, that of the Presen- 
tandines. Their help is very much appre- 
ciated. These catechists and nuns, on ac- 
count of being Chinese themselves, are 
always in contact with the pupils, pray 
with them, study with them and eat with 
them. 

Again, the catechists explain beforehand 
the truths that the missionary is going to 
explain for all in the church. They instill 
into the youth a love for decorum and our 
pious Christian customs, and help the mis- 
sionary further by giving him an account 
of both the defects and the progress of their 
charges. Were a missionary always helped 
by zealous catechists, he would be able to 
do much in the way of spreading the 
Gospel. 

Who is the Actual Missionary in H'wo-Kiu- 
Hsien? 

He is a young man—young in age, in 
experience, and especially young in China. 
But because he is young he has, thank God, 
strength and good will. He would wish to 
do much; this is why he asks for help—a 
word to the wise. His name is Fr. Ma. He 
is only thirty years old. Having come to 
China on December 21, 1915, he was ap- 
pointed missionary of Hwo-Kiu-Hsien on 
September 6, 1916. Fr. Ma is the tenth in 
the list of missionaries of Anhwei. It is 
only forty-four years since our Fathers be- 
gan to evangelize this sub-prefecture. The 
first to come, in 1873, was Fr. Li. 


Why is Fr. Ma Writing This Narrative? 


Gratitude demands it. Some time ago I 
received from the United States a generous 
donation for Apostolic work. My heart- 
felt thanks to the benefactor or benefactors. 
Our Lord has gifted the Catholics of Amer- 
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ica with the means and the will for doing 
good. To them I address myself. In these 
dark times, when it is useless to expect any- 
thing from blood-stained and exhausted 
Europe, we have hopes that our work will 
not be entirely forgotten by the Catholics of 
the United States, who can lend a helping 
hand.

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FIRST CATHOLIC HOSPITAL FOR 
NEGROES IN THE UNITED STATES 

In this department of U. N. B. L. mission 
work we give the floor to the Rev. Joseph 
B. Glenn, pastor of St. Anthony’s Church 
for Colored Catholics in the city of Mem- 
phis, Tenn. Our prayer is that there will 
be found among our many readers a score, 
at least, of Benefactors who will stretch out 
a helping hand to this zealous priest, to aid 
him in so admirable an enterprise. With 
this brief introduction, Father Glenn has 
the floor. 

“This is a congregation made up entirely 
of converts. We began at Memphis with 
four Catholics. One of them was formerly 
the colored pastor of the local Episcopal 
church, and the others were laborers from 
Louisiana. Bishop Byrne, who is the 
founder of every effort in the diocese to 
reach the colored people, erected a church 
and school and rectory here for the special 
service of propagating the faith among the 
Negroes. We now number 340 souls. 
Among our converts of last year were three 
medical doctors. In their seal for their 
new-found faith they determined to estab- 
lish a Colored Catholic hospital and to dedi- 
cate it to St. Anthony. This is the only Col- 
ored Catholic hospital in the United States. 
In the nine months of its existence, two 
hundred and eighty-four patients have been 
received. Seven converts have been made 
from the hospital and the influence of the 
institution in this great community of 
seventy-five thousand colored people cannot 
be estimated in figures. If the institution 
can be given a little support now, in its in- 
fancy, when all the equipment must be 
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bought, it is destined to do a glorious work 
of conversion among this great multitude. 

“We are renting our present building, and 
as the place is improved they will raise the 
rent on us, so we must own a place of our 
own. We need financial assistance right 
now, to give the enterprise a permanent 
character. We need beds, furniture of 
every description, instruments, linen—in 
fact, innumerable things to make the hos- 
pital a success and a drawing power. Any 
of the Catholic hospital Sisters reading this 
article will render us great assistance by 
sending us paraphernalia which they have 
outgrown. : 

“We have opened a training school for 
nurses, and thus offer opportunities for 
good colored girls to make a good living in 
a new and wide field. 

“Our latest act is to establish a Free 
Dispensary in connection with the hos- 
pital, 

“I feel very much encouraged to know 
that the hospital has gained a friend in THE 
Lamp. It will hearten the splendid staff of 
good converts to know that the great con- 
vert-maker is interested in their humble 
efforts.” 

On the following page we give a picture 
of St. Anthony’s Hospital for Colored Folk 
in Memphis. They have chosen a Saint of 
magnificent and all-embracing sympathy 
and we look to our Big Elder Brother, most 
illustrious of the Sons of St. Francis, to 
make this appeal a success. We sincerely 
regret that the prejudice against the black 
man in America is not wholly confined to 
non-Catholics; there is entirely too much 
of it even among good, pious Catholics. Let 
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us follow the lead of St. Anthony and do 
our best to further the efforts of heroic and 
self-sacrificing white men and white women, 
both Priests and Sisters, who are laboring 


for the conversion of the Negroes of the 


Southland, as well as of those who are in 
the heart of Africa. 

While we are on the Colored subject, we 
ask you to read the story which immediately 
follows, entitled “The Son of a Slave.” It 
is written by a refined Catholic lady of the 
South, who is thoroughly conversant with 
the subject she treats of, and the Editor 
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The dying request of the Negro was that 
his master would lie down beside him and 
put his arms around his neck, and let him 
embrace him in the same way “jess as we 
used to do, Massah, when we was boys to- 
gether under the walnut tree.” The Bishop- 
General was great enough to do as he was 
asked, and with his “Massah’s” arms about 
his neck the faithful slave slept in the Lord. 

The conversion of the Southern Negroes 
to Catholicism would be the happiest solu- 
tion possible of the American Negro 
problem.

On Ascension Day the Bishop of Long 
Island blessed the new altar of St. Anthony 
of Padua, the gift of Miss Eleanor Jarvis in 
memory of her brother, Walter Jarvis. 

This altar, designed by Mr. Ralph Adams 
Cram, is a work of art worthy of his genius. 
In the midst of this great war the artist has 
given the joy of his craft in love and hope and 
faith to inspire the carving of a wooden 
Franciscan altar. The oak tree, from which 
the life-sized statue of St. Anthony is carved, 
was truly a royal one, for the figure and its 
exquisite canopy of tapering lilies and pin- 
nacles are all in one piece from the trunk of 
the tree. The altar and predilla are pegged 
together in the medieval way. On the face 
of it, framed in a gilded carving of fishes and 
fretwork, are four Franciscan figures, St. 
Anthony with the Holy Child held upon the 
open Bible towers above the altar; while be- 
neath are the four little statues of St. Louis 
of France, St. Clare of Assisi, St. Elizabeth of 
Hungary, and Junipero Serra with his Cali- 
fornia Mission Church at his feet. 


Kneeling on the re-table on either side of 
St. Anthony are adoring angels, The par- 
tial painting and gilding of the altar and 
statues, brilliantly executed, throws into sharp 
contrast the warm brown tones of the oak 
wood. 

The crucifix and candlesticks are hand 
carved, gilded and painted, unusual and beau- 
tiful in design and execution. They are also 
the work of Messrs. Cram and Ferguson. 
The benefactress has also given for the use 
of this altar a silver gilt chalice and paten,

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enriched with semiprecious stones. The 
chalice and paten were executed by the Gor- 
ham Company. 5

What’s Wrong With the Laity? 

Sir—The letters under the above heading 
which have appeared in your columns have 
opened up a vital question in the religious 
life of this country. That something is wrong 
with the laity our empty churches and full 
places of amusement bring home to us in a 
striking manner. The suggestions put for- 
ward by Fr. Carey and, in your recent issue, 
by Fr. Conran do not altogether strike one as 
being an efficient remedy for the disease. 
What we of the laity are suffering from to a 
large extent is a feeling of dull indecision, a 
state of mind bordering on doubt. There is 
a feeling abroad that our leaders are not 
themselves decided as to the best way of lead- 
ing us, and in consequence we are feeling a 
lack of confidence in them. When the shep- 
herds and pastors of the flock have a definite 
and concerted plan of campaign, and speak 
with no uncertain voice, and are making a 
corporate effort for the real unity of Chris- 
tians, then they will not find the laity either 
asleep or disinterested. It is to be feared that 
a mutilated form of the Rosary will have 
little effect on a people tired and wearied 
with compromise already. It is the Faith, 
and the whole undivided Faith, that men are 
seeking. When will some of our clergy 
realize this? It is the fearless lead of priests 
who have made sacrifices for Christ that men 
are waiting to follow: a priesthood raised 
above the level of the ordinary man in sacri- 
fice, in piety, going out to the masses as 
having nothing yet possessing all things. 
Some men, like St. Francis of old, like the 
Curé of Ars in the last century, like a few 
priests in our own communion today, find lit- 
tle need to ask what is wrong with the laity. 
Let our priests, willing themselves if neces- 
sary to lose all, come forward and tell us the 
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old Catholic truths which were so dear to 
Englishmen till the last 300 years shed its 
gloom over the Church. 

And let them lead us in the old Catholic 
devotions, without fear or mutilation, and we 
will follow. Let them tell us again of the 
love and help of our Mother, St. Mary and of 
the blessed saints. Let the strength and 
courage of the Church stand forth in the fight 
for the unity of Christendom, and let our 
clergy despise favour and high places. Then 
they will find no need to complain of the in- 
difference of the laity. The sheep will follow 
the shepherd who lays down his life for them, 
to the end.

The world-wide interest in the World 

Conference on Faith and Order, as the best 

means to prepare the way for constructive 

efforts for the visible reunion of Christians, 
is steadily increasing, and more and more 
clearly it is seen that the task is beyond 
human strength and that the immediate 
need is earnest prayer for God’s guidance 
of the movement. 

Therefore, the Commission appointed by 
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the American Episcopal Church to issue to 
all the Communions throughout the world 
which confess our Lord Jesus Christ as God 
and Saviour, an invitation to unite in ar- 
ranging for a World Conference on Faith 
-and Order, desires to secure a world-wide 
recognition of the supreme necessity. It 
hopes for an outpouring, by Christians of 
every Communion and in every part of the 
world, of prayer that God through the Holy 
Spirit will fill our hearts and minds with 
the desire for the visible manifestation of 
our unity in Christ Jesus our Lord and will 
so turn our wills to obedience to Him that, 
in oneness of faith and purpose, we may 
labor for the establishment of His King- 
dom of peace and righteousness and love. 

While our divisions still prevent the 
bringing together in one place of all the 
Christians in each neighborhood for united 
prayer, it would be possible for them all to 
pray at the same time and for the same 
purpose. 

The Commission, therefore, requests all 
who have been baptized into the Name of 
Christ to begin to prepare now for the ob- 
servance of the eight days beginning with 
January 18 through January 25, 1918 (Jan- 
uary 5-12 in the calendar of the Holy 
Orthodox Eastern Churches) as a season 
for special prayer for the Reunion of 
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Christendom and for the blessing and 
guidance of all efforts for that end, includ- 
ing especially the attempt to be made in the 
World Conference on Faith and Order to 
bring Christians to such an understanding 
and appreciation of each other that the way 
may be open for increased effort in the way 
of constructive work for Reunion. 

This period has been observed by an in- 
creasing number of Christians and is not 
far from a week which has for many years 
been observed by many others. It is hoped 
that it will be found convenient to all and 
that no preference for another time will be 
allowed to impair the spiritual value of 
simultaneous prayer throughout the world. 

Copies of a Manual of Prayer for Unity 
will be sent, on application to the Secretary, 
to those who can use it either as printed or 
as suggestions for extempore prayer. The 
Commission will be glad to hear from all 
who will join in this effort, especially if 
they have suggestions to make as to how 
the cooperation of all Christians in their 
neighborhoods may be secured. It may be 
helpful if the Commission is informed as to 
plans that are being made.

Whilst 
people were inflicting wounds and death on 
one another it was necessary that in admir- 
ing one who, as a follower of Christ, had 
been a father to the orphan, light to the 
blind, a support to the lame, breath to the 
perishing, humanity should hear again the 
sublime words, “Go thou and do likewise.” 
Every Christian must recognize that this 
impressive teaching of the Holy Father is 
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timely, for the sentiments which war in- 
spires require to be checked and controlled 
by those which the religion of Christ dic- 
tates.

What he does not see is that this spirit of 
pride is the mark of the world denounced 
by Christ, and is in direct contradiction to 
the obedience which Catholics give to their 
spiritual guides in all that concerns religion 
and morality. 

In regard to facts, every observer will 
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admit that the mixed marriage is the fruit- 
ful mother of indifference and apostasy. 
Men and women will persist in gambling 
tpon the chance of happiness in a mixed 
marriage, but they realize, and sometimes 
ere the brightness of the honeymoon has 
faded away, that the Church’s admonitions 
were not without reason. 

It is true that in some instances the devo- 
tion of a Catholic wife has merited for her 
non-Catholic husband the grace of conver- 
sion, but the percentage of such cases is 
small and not sufficient to hazard the diffi- 
culties in so many other directions.

St, PAUL AND THE NATIONS 


Modern warfare these past few years has 
been waged along the same plan as that 
against the powers of darkness. As the 
nations fight today in trenches that furrow 
the face of Europe, so did SS. Peter and 
Paul attack the fortress of Satan. There 
was no concentration of forces in one lo- 
cality. St. Paul, as he crossed and recrossed 
the Mediterranean, set up his breastworks 
at every important stronghold. Ephesus, 
Troas, Philippi, Thessalonica, Corinth and 
Athens were guarded by disciples whom he 
hurriedly instructed as he pushed on. He 
yearned to attack the citadel of the world 
and to withstand the Czsars in their Im- 
perial City, and no sooner was he landed 
on the shores of Italy than he began his 
battle against the gods of Rome. 

Boldness in attack meant half the battle, 
and St. Paul was whole-hearted, caring 
naught for the prudence of the worldly- 
wise. Had not his Divine Captain said, 
“Go ye into the whole world?” It was the 
blind obedience of the soldier that made 
him fearless of results. “I have fought the 
good fight,” he afterwards said, as he saw 
his line of entrenchments extending from 
Asia Minor into the heart of Rome and 
soon to burrow to the coasts of Spain. 

The very fields now bullet-riddled in the 
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contest of the nations were won to Christ 
by the sweat and blood of the early leaders 
of Christianity. 

Modern warfare in the spiritual world, 
the end of which is eternal peace or hell, is 
carried on in similar mode. Fr. McQuaide, 
in his new book, With Christ in China, 
brings out the resemblance strikingly. The 
outposts of our Faith in China are stretched 
from coast to coast. Each big city has its 
wing of God’s army, each district is mapped 
out and entrusted to a single missioner. 
We no longer fight in solid phalanx where 
eaclf man’s elbow is hampered by his neigh- 
bor’s, where a well-aimed blow will work 
havoc in the ranks. Each soldier now is 
in the front rank where firing counts, 
where ardor is enflamed by greater respon- 
sibility. 

The longer the trenches in Christ’s army 
in China, the sooner will the powers of 
darkness recede and leave the mighty em- 
pire of four hundred million souls a democ- 
racy of brothers under a common Father,

“He finds that more than fifty per cent 
of the most distinguished professors in 
American colleges are atheists—do not be- 
lieve in God. In fact, only twenty-seven 
per cent of the more eminent believe in 
God. Moreover, pushing still further his 
investigations, he finds that only thirty-five 
per cent of the more eminent professors 
believe in the immortality of the soul.”

on us here and we 
believe our Readers 
will agree with us 
that it is worthy to 
take rank among his 
most notable twen- 
tieth century achieve- 
ments. 

Permit us to re- 
count the wonderful 
story from the begin- 
ning. On St. An- 
thony’s Day, a. year 
ago, the Editor of 
Tue Lamp lay flat on 
his back in the little 
“Hermitage” on the 
Mount of the Atone- 
ment, slowly recover- 
ing from a double 
surgical operation. He 
was alone when there 
walked in a real estate 
agent, who spread out 
before him a bill of 
sale of the Moshier 
farm, lying at the foot 
of the Mount of the 
Atonement, to the 
east. The price nomi- 
nated in the bond was 
six thousand dollars. 
The first thing -that 
caught our eye was 
the date at the top of 
the paper—JuNE 13, 
1916. It seemed so 
evidently the finger of 
St. Anthony pointing 
to the place of signa- 
ture that, although we 
had not the money, 
we felt constrained 


forthwith to sign the document. 
A few weeks later the legal transaction 
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was consummated and St. Anthony’s Indus- 
trial Farm came into our hands, but there 
seemed little prospect of paying for it for 
a long, long time to come. In fact, it 
looked as though we had only assumed an 
additional financial burden, the expense of 
getting it into shape the first year being so 
great and the crop yield so small. While 
we did not cease to pray to our big Fran- 
ciscan Brother to help us out, he did not 
offer us the solution of the knotty ‘prob- 
lem until we were approaching the Feast 
of St. Francis, last fall. Like a flash out 
of the sky above came to the Editor one 
day the inspiration which he voiced to the 
Clients of St. Anthony in the October Lamp, 
as follows (see St. Anthony’s Corner, Octo- 
ber, 1916): “The Friars of the Atonement 
have been persistently asking the Beloved 
Saint to pay the debt of Six Thousand 
Dollars that still encumbers the Industrial 
Farm, so that it might belong in fee simple 
to himself. It is true that we have already 
named it after St. Anthony, but it can 
hardly be called his until it has been paid 
for; then it will TRULY BELONG to the 
Wonder-worker of Padua. Now what we 
propose to his Clients is that THEY BUY IT 
OUTRIGHT AND PRESENT IT TO HIM FREE OF 
FINANCIAL ENCUMBRANCE ON HIS - NEXT 
BIRTHDAY ; THAT IS, ON JUNE 13, 1917. Let 
us set to work with a will and with the 
Saint’s own co-operation bring it to pass. 
Then we promise you that we will have a 
grand festivity and Ceremony of Presenta- 
tion on St. Anthony’s Day next year. It 
is going to be a big undertaking, but with 
the Wonder-worker of Padua to back us 
up, I believe we can accomplish it. But 
we must begin at once; there is no time to 
lose.” 


How It Was AccoMPLISHED 


The proposal struck instantaneously a 
responsive chord in the hearts of St. An- 
thony’s Clients. In THe Lamp for Novem- 
ber the first report was made of twenty- 
one shares, taken at five dollars a share. In 


the December number St. Anthony’s Clock 
was introduced to register the returns, the 
hands being placed at forty-one minutes 
past twelve, and the total amount received 
up to December Ist reported as $348.25. 

It was not until February that the Clock 
recorded the passing of the first Thousand- 
Dollar mile stone on the way to final suc- 
cess, and with only four months remaining 
it did, indeed, seem a forlorn hope that the 
Clock would strike twelve on June 13th. 
But the believers in St. Anthony were not 
daunted. On May Ist the Grand Total had 
mounted up to the goodly sum of $2,878.75, 
but still the goal was over three thousand 
dollars distant. Then came the June issue, 
scoring the biggest record yet for a single 
month, a little over one thousand, thus 
bringing the hands of the Clock two hceurs 
closer to the stroke of triumph. 

Although this was a fine record and much 
to the credit of St. Anthony’s numerous 
Clients; nevertheless, the fact had to be 
considered that there remained almost two 
thousand dollars to come in and only thir- 
teen days for its materialization. Thirteen 
is esteemed by the world an unlucky num- 
jure with it. Would he move the hands of 
the Clock further in those thirteen days 
ber, but the Wonder-worker loves to con- 
than in the previous sixty? His little 
brothers, the Friars of the Atonement, 
answered “Yes,” in fervent chorus; but 
there was lifted up in our midst one single 
voice that answered “No,” even as Thomas 
among the Apostles doubted. 

One festival day, when there was con- 
versation allowed in the refectory, the 
Brother that was sitting beside him strongly 
affirmed his belief that St. Anthony would 
complete the purchase of the farm on his 
own birthday, June 13th, no sooner, no 
later; and quite as emphatically the 
doubting Thomas expressed his disbe- 
lief. Whereupon the Father Minister 
declared that if the full amount was re- 
ceived on or before the thirteenth the 
unbelieving Friar would be escorted to a 
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vacant corner in the refectory and made to 
stand there with his face to the wall while 
his companions ate their dinner. This an- 
nouncement was received with great enthu- 
siasm by the entire community. 

As the fateful day approached, a bulletin 
was placed in the school-room of St. John’s 
House of Studies, announcing the growth 
of the fund as the mails came in. On Sun- 
day, June roth, the bulletin showed that 
there was still eleven hundred dollars re- 
quired to pay for 
the farm. On June 
12th six hundred of 
this large balance 
had been received 
and every one ex- 
cept the doubting 
Brether was 
premely confident 
that the next day 
would witness the 
compietion of the 
Six Thousand Dol- 
lars. 

We were all seated 
in the refectory at 
dinner on St. An- 
thony’s Day, when 
the Brother 
urer stepped for- 
ward and placed his 
hands of the

written report in the 


Father Minister. It was a 


moment of intense excitement for all pres- 
ent; then came the joyful announcement: 
the returns for the day figured up a little 


over Five Hundred Dollars. THE FULL 
suM oF Six THousAND DOLLARS HAD BEEN 
CONTRIBUTED BY THE DEVOTED CLIENTS OF 
THE Great SAINT, and there was a balance 
of something like Twenty-five Dollars to 
spare. The glad news was hailed with the 
clapping of hands, and there were volun- 
teers ready and eager to escort the skeptical 
Brother at once to his place in the corner; 
but the Father Minister postponed the ful- 
fillment of the penance until the next day. 

Accordingly, on the day following, the

with the Friars, that they too might be spec- 
tators, and the sentence of the Father Min- 
ister was duly carried out. Two of the 
Novices, who had the honor to be born on 
St. Anthony’s birthday, were deputed to 
escort the Professed Friar under penance 
to the appointed corner, and, standing there 
with his face to-the wall, another Brother 
was ordered to hang about his neck and 
over his shoulders a placard containing a 
picture of the Won- 
der-worker of Pad- 
ua and bearing the 
inscription: “THus 
SHALL IT BE DONE 
UNTO THE MAN WHO 
DOUBTS THE POWER 
oF St. ANTHONY.” 

Owing to the 
privileged Octave of 
Corpus Christi the 
ecclesiastical observ- 
ance of St. An- 
thony’s Festival was 
transferred this year 
to Saturday, June 16. 
It was then that we 
fulfilled our promise 
recorded above to 
“have a grand fes- 
tivity and Ceremony of Presentation” of 
the Industrial Farm to the Thaumaturgus 
of Padua. All the Community and the 
Brothers Christopher had a holiday and a 
festival dinner. At ten o’clock there was a 
Solemn High Mass in St. Francis’ Church 
on the Mount of the Atonement. The 
Father Minister was the celebrant and de- 
livered the panegyric in honor of St. An- 
thony. The Rev. Father Bruning, Mill Hill 
Missionary, all the way from New Zealand, 
was the Deacon of the Mass, and Father 
George Harding, Subdeacon. At the end 
of the Mass took place the formal presenta- 
tion of the Farm to St. Anthony. The 
Father Minister, wearing a cope and at- 
tended by acolytes, stood before the Statue

We salute thee, St. Anthony, Lily of 
Purity, Ornament and Glory of Christi- 
anity: We salute thee, great Saint, Cherub 
of Wisdom and Seraph of Divine Love: 
We salute thee by thy well-deserved titles, 
W onder-worker of Padua, Most Illustrious 
Son of St. Francis, Glory of the Friars 
Minor and of the Whole Seraphic Family, 
and we, least and last among the spiritual 
children of the Patriarch of Assisi, this day 
present to thee, whom we hail as our Big 
Elder Brother, our loving thanks and dee pest 
gratitude for all the innumerable favors you 
have secured for us by your all-prevailing 
intercession with Almighty God, and more 
especially we render thee this day public 
praise and thanks for securing to the Soci- 
ety of the Atonement the Farm on the East 
of our Holy Mountain upon June 13, 1916, 
and one year later, viz., June 13, 1917, com- 
pleting the full sum of $6,000.00 in payment 
for the same. 

In the name of all thy many Clients, who 
by their generous self-sacrifice have freely 
and joyfully given in small amounts this 
large sum of money, that they might have 
the joy and happiness of presenting this 
fertile tract of land to thee on thy birthday, 
to be called after thee, St. Anthony's Indus- 
trial Farm, we here and now in St. An- 
thony’s Corner of St. Francis’ Church, 
make the formal act of Presentation to your 
Glorious and Transcendently Illustrious 
Self, O Thou Shining Light of the celestial 
firmament, bright particular Star of Padua 
and Continuous Worker of Miracles. 

We entreat you to look down with special 
favor upon the many hundred Clients who 
have united to give you this Farm and ob- 
tain for them of God temporal and spiritual 
benefits now and eternal riches in Heaven, 
“where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt 
nor thieves break through and steal.” 


We also entreat you to be the Special 
Patron of our Brothers Christopher,.and on 
your new Farm provide not only means for 
their sustenance and useful labor, but also 
provision for their souls, and grant, as far 
as you are able to do so in accordance with 
the wish of the Sacred Heart of Jesus and 
the Immaculate Heart of our gracious 
Lady of the Atonement, that none of those 
men who shall work on this Farm will fail 
to obtain the rewards of eternal life anda 
place among the Children of the Atonement 
in glory everlasting. 

Finally, we entreat thee, great Son of St. 
Francis, pray always for and watch over 
our Institute, the Society of the Atonement, 
that through your mighty assistance and 
never-failing intercession, in union with all 
our Holy Patrons, it may realize all and 
everything that God has willed and planned 
it to accomplish, to His own Greater Glory, 
the exaltation of the Atonement of His Son 
Jesus Christ, the increase of the Seraphic 
Family in Heaven, the Unity of Christen- 
dom and the salvation of souls.

R. That we may be worthy of the prom- 
ises of Christ.

Almighty and eternal God, Who didst 
glorify Thy Faithful Confessor, Anthony, 
with the perpetual gift of working miracles, 
graciously grant that what we confidently 
seek through his merits we may surely re- 
ceive through his intercession.

THE PROCESSION 


At 2:30 in the afternoon the Brothers 
Christopher, THe Lamp men, the Scholas- 
tics, the Novices and the Friars moved in 
procession down the east side of the Mount 
of the Atonement, headed by the Crucifix, 
the banner of the Immaculate Conception 
in the midst, and immediately in front of 
the priests a litter was carried by two 
Scholastics bearing upon it a statue of St. 
Anthony. As the procession wended its 
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way down the mountain side in the beauti- 
ful June sunshine, which had been a scarce 
commodity for many days, the Franciscan 
Crown of Mary was devoutly recited. Ar- 
riving at St. Elizabeth’s Shelter, the proces- 
sion-halted long enough to allow the Father 
Minister to bless the house, which is now 
occupied by the family who work on the 
farm and board the other laborers. The 
procession having resumed its line of 
march, proceeded to the residence of Mr. 
Floyd Keeler, the Farm Superintendent, 
where the religious ceremonies were con- 
eluded with the singing of the Miraculous 
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and St. Anthony ought to be strengthened 
thereby. 

We are using the overplus that has come 
in for the purchase of the Farm since June 
13th to pay off the floating indebtedness 
which has accumulated during the past 
year. You will understand that we have 
had to pay heavily for the stocking and 
equipping of the Farm and for labor in 
working and developing it. When we took 
over the property we found things in a very 
dilapidated condition ; the crops had already 
been planted, and they were very slim, so 
that it has been constant expense without 
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Responsory and the blessing of the land 
with prayers for abundant harvests. Then 
a resting place was found for the 
Statue of St. Anthony in a beautiful grove 
overlooking the fertile lowlands, and the 
festivities of the happy occasion ended with 
a picnic. But the religious conclusion of 
the day was Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament, both at the Convent and on the 
Mount of the Atonement. We think you 
will agree with the writer that St. Anthony 
has given us another striking demonstration 
of his power as a continuous worker of 
miracles, and the faith of us all in God 


any revenue except the hay, which the 
cattle have more than eaten up, and one 
hundred and twenty-five bushels of potatoes 
and ten bushels of onions; nor will the 
Farm yield any financial revenue until the 
crops are gathered in the fall. If, there- 
fore, St. Anthony’s generous Clients will 
clear off completely what still remains of 
this floating indebtedness during the sum- 
mer, then the yield of the land for the 
present season won’t be mortgaged in ad- 
vance, but can be used to help pay the 
wages and defray the expense of running 
the Farm until the harvests of 1918 are 
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gathered in. At the time of going to press 
the floating indebtedness amounts to about 


one thousand dollars.

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FEAST DAY OF OUR LADY OF 
THE ATONEMENT 
Members of the Rosary League and Child- 
dren of the Atonement: 

By the time this reaches you the Twenty- 
fourth Anniversary of the Receiving of the 
Name and Texts of the So- 
ciety of the Atonement (7th 
Sunday after Pentecost, July 
15th) will probably have 
passed into history; but the 
day which we annually ob- 
serve in special honor of the 
Blessed Virgin under the in- 
vocation of Our Lady of the 
Atonement will still, I trust, 
be several days in advance. 

At Graymoor the anniver- 
sary festival of our Institute 
lasts from Sunday to Sun- 
day, and as by Franciscan 
law and custom Saturday is 
always Our Lady’s special 
day, in honor of her Im- 
maculate Conception, we 
long ago began at Graymoor 
to observe the Saturday 
within the S. A. Octave as 
the Festival Day of Our 
Lady of the Atonement. Of 
course, we all understand 
that, until such time as the 
Holy See gives its sanction 
to this tradition of our Insti- 
tute, it can only be a matter 


of private devotion, and we cannot expect 
any recognition of it at the altars of the 
Catholic Church, but at the same time we 
know that feasts of the Blessed Virgin, now 
of universal observance, had their humble 
beginning in much the same way as devo-

tion to Our Lady of the Atonement has 
begun. 

Wherever it is possible, I hope that the 
Members of the Rosary League will be 
present at Mass and receive Holy Commu- 
nion on Saturday, July 21st, and in case it 
is beyond their power to do 
this, they will honor Our 
Blessed Mother in some 
other way, going to confes- 
sion Saturday night, so as to 
be cleansed in the Precious 
Blood of the Atonement, and 
on Sunday morning partake 
of the Body of Christ, as an 
act of pure devotion to 
His Immaculate Mother and 
ours, too, by virtue of His 
Cross and Atoning Sacrifice. 

You will readily recall 
that it was while Jesus hung 
upon the Cross in mortal 
agony that He addressed to 
the Blessed Virgin and to 
St. John the mutual saluta- 
tion: “Woman, behold thy 
Son. Son, behold thy 
Mother,” and that then and 
there Mary was constituted 
the New Eve and Our 
Lady of the Atonement, the 
Mother through eternity of 
the Children of Calvary. 

I trust that it was not in 
vain that I asked you last 
month to unite with us at Graymoor in 
thirty days of special prayer for Peace, con- 
cluding with our Atonement festival. I 
now request that you follow this season of 
concerted prayer, with an increased effort 
to follow in the footsteps of the saints and, 
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by corresponding more diligently with the 
abundant grace that is vouchsafed us, to 
realize more perfectly our heavenly calling, 
which is to co-operate with the Holy Ghost 
in forming within our souls the likeness of 
Jesus Christ and our Mother, Mary. 

In these terrible days the children of the 
devil are waxing worse and worse in their 
wantonness against God, their lust for 
blood and gold, their cruel savagery, and 
their excess of every form of wickedness. 
The Blessed Louis-Marie Grignon de Mont- 
fort, who died in the odour of sanctity 
two hundred years ago, in his Treatise on 
the True Devotion to the Blessed Virgin, 
gives a graphic picture of these days, and 
how, as the end of the world approaches, 
that enmity which has ever existed between 
Mary and her seed and the devil and his 
seed will grow more desperate and intense. 
De Montfort says: “Mary must be terrible 
to the devil and his crew, as an army ranged 
in battle, principally in these latter times, 
because the devil, knowing that he has but 
a little time, and now less than ever, to de- 
stroy souls, will every day redouble his 
efforts and his combats. He will presently 
raise up new persecutions, and will put ter- 
rible snares before the faithful servants and 
true children of Mary, whom it gives him 
more trouble to surmount than it does to 
It is principally in these 
last and cruel persecutions of the devil, 
which shall go on increasing daily till the 
reign of Antichrist, that we ought to under- 
stand that first and celebrated prediction 
and curse of God, pronounced in the terres- 
trial Paradise against the serpent: ‘I will 
put enmities between thee and the woman, 
and thy seed and her seed; she shall crush 
thy head and thou shalt lie in wait for her 
heel” God has never made or formed but 
one enmity; but it is an irreconcilable one, 


conquer others. 


which shall endure and develop even unto 
the end. It is between Mary, His worthy 
Mother, and the devil—between the ser- 
vants and children of the Blessed Virgin 
and the children and instruments of Luci- 








fer. . . . The children of Belial, the slaves 
of Satan, the friends of the world (for it 
is the same thing), have always up to this 
time persecuted those who belong to Our 
Blessed Lady, and will in future persecute 
them more than ever; just as of old Cain 
persecuted his brother Abel, and Esau his 
brother Jacob, who are the figures of the 
reprobate and the predestinate. But the 
humble Mary will always have the victory 
over the proud spirit, and so great a victory 
that she will go the length of crushing his 
head, where his pride dwells. She will al- 
ways discover the malice of the serpent, 
She will always counterwork his infernal 
mines and dissipate his diabolical counsels, 
and will guarantee, even to the end of time, 
her faithful servants from his cruel claw. 
But the power of Mary over all the devils 
will especially break out in the latter times, 
when Satan will lay his snares against her 
heel; that is to say, her humble slaves and 
poor children, whom she will raise up to 
make war against him. They shall be little 
and poor in the world’s esteem, and abased 
before all, like the heel, trodden under foot 
and persecuted as the heel is by the other 
members of the body. But in return for 
this they shall be rich in the grace of God, 
which Mary shall distribute to them abun- 
dantly. They shall be great and exalted 
before God in sanctity, superior to all other 
creatures by their animated zeal, and lean- 
ing so strongly on the divine succor that, 
with the humility of their heel, in union 
with Mary, they shall crush the head of the 
devil, and cause Jesus Christ to triumph.” 

In view of the trials and conflicts which 
are already upon us and the greater ones 
to come, I solemnly entreat all the Members 
of the Rosary League and the Sons and 
Daughters of the Atonement to eschew and 
forsake all worldliness and to cultivate 
sanctity above all things. Those of you who 
are most deeply moved by these words I 
recommend to draw into closer unity with 
the Friars and Sisters of the Atonement by 
joining the Third Congregation of our Holy 
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Institute and to strive to live in the world 
as much as possible as though you were in 
a cloister, avoiding the pleasures and vani- 
ties of the theatre and the market-place and 
resorting to your own closet at home for 
prayer, and to the church, to be the nearer 
to Jesus in the Tabernacle, and to receive 
him frequently in Holy Communion. 

As for your natural offspring, the sons 
and daughters God has given or is about to 
give you, dedicate them to the Society of 
the Atonement, to serve in the army of the 
Lord and of Mary against the Gates of 
Hell and to save the souls of men.

To begin with the League have their Central 
Headquarters at 154 East 38th Street, New York 
City. 

At a large meeting held at the residence of 
Mrs. Joseph J. O’Donohue on February 19th of 
this year a resolution was passed to co-operate 
with the National League for Woman's Service. 
From that meeting Mrs. P. J. Gallagher offered 
her home rent free for the duration of the war 
to the League, and it was immediately turned 
into the Headquarters mentioned above. 

At these Headquarters classes are being held 
in surgical dressing, hospital supplies, railroad 
canteen cooking, and social and welfare work. 
There is also a registration department where 
those ladies desiring to help their country should 
the need arise for volunteer service sign Service 
Registration blanks, checking up that work for 
which they consider themselves best fitted. At

the present date we have almost a thousand 
names of volunteers for service. 

In the surgical dressing class the pupils are 
taught how to make all the various bandages and 
surgical dressings. Connected with this is an- 
other room in which the graduates of this class 
make surgical dressings and bandages for sev- 
eral hours each week. 

In the Canteen Cooking class the pupils are 
taught how to make up sandwiches, soup and 
beverages in the shortest time possible. In this 


way they are trained to enter the Railroad Can- 
teen Units which may be called upon to feed a 
number of soldiers, doctors, or nurses that might 
be passing through our city at short: notice. 


There is a large workroom fitted up with sew- 
ing machines where ladies volunteer their time 
to make hospital supplies, operating outfits, and 
women’s and children’s outfits. The latter named 
outfits are to be sent to the French refugees who 
have been left absolutely destitute. It is ex- 
pected that by the fifteenth of Jurfe three thou- 
sand pieces made in this workroom will be ready 
At the same time a large 
case of surgical supplies will also be ready. 

Aside from our activities here in New York 
City we have branches in the Rockaways, Brook- 
lyn, and Ossining... Having 
branches throughout the State, made us a State 
Organization and I, as President, am on the State 
Committee of National Defense for Women, 
and represent our organization. 

We are starting workrooms in the New York 
Public Orphan Asylum and other 
various institutions, and the children are taught 
to make bandages under the direction of our 
nurse. 

It is our earnest desire that this work will 
so grow that it will be truly representative of 
Catholic Women, in their work for God, for 
Country and for Home.

Tue Sprrituat Lecacy. By H. Bernard Rath- 
weg. M.A. Donahue & Co., Chicago, Ill. Price, 
$1.50. The theme of this story is very interest- 
ing. It is that of a Catholic German army 
officer who, at the call of duty, leaves his home 
in a village of Baden and goes to the fever- 
stricken districts of East Africa, only to be 
brought back an invalid. Later he emigrates to 
America and settles in Ohio, finally falling a 
victim to the cholera scourge. The story hinges 
largely upon the career of his eldest daughter, 
who, blind from infancy, is cured at Lourdes and 
who, in fulfillment of “The Spiritual Legacy” 
left by her parents, embraces the life of a Mis- 
sionary Sister. The story is sweet and whole- 
some and shows the German officer of the earlier 
nineteenth century at his very best. Unfortu- 
nately, the author’s English is heavy and foreign- 
sounding, his grammatical mistakes many and 
glaring, and the book abounds in anachronisms, 
such as, for example, the use of telephones during 
or before the American Civil War. The proof- 
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reading also is poor. These things spoil an other- 
wise good plot and make it very doubtful 
whether it will be as widely read as might have 
been the case had it been handled by one who 
was a real master of English style.

Its 
value consists in being an excerpt from the offi- 
cial Rituale Romano-Seraphicum, edited by the 
Friars Minor, approved by a decree of the Sacred 
Congregation of Rites on December 3, 1909. By 
a decree of the Rt. Rev. Minister General of the 
Friars Minor, of December 8, 1909, the use of 
this Ritual is made obligatory for such members 
of the three Seraphic Orders as stand under the 
jurisdiction of said Minister General. To Con- 
gregations of the Second and Third Orders that 
are under the jurisdiction of their respective 
Bishops, and to other religious Congregations of 
men and women that are affiliated with the Sera- 
phic Order, the use of this Ritual is warmly 
recommended. 

The present work is a literal translation of the 
rubrics and some other parts of the ceremonies, 
the remaining parts being wisely left in the Latin 
of the original Rituale Romano-Seraphicum. A 
valuable feature is the printed score of the 
Gregorian Tones (modern. notation) to the 
Psalms used. The Ceremonial is in unbound 
sheets of 40 pages, and is exceedingly well printed 
and gotten up.

CHURCH UNITY AFTER THE WAR 

In St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, on the occa- 
sion of the entrance of the United States into the 
European war, Dr. Brent, Anglican Bishop of the 
Philippines, preached a great sermon on the re- 
union of Christendom as the longed-for outcome 
of the war, and in part he said:
